Moore A 
Co., wholesale grocers. $1300.00 wortn 
of cans were bought, paid for and 
stored In their warehouse several weeks 
ago. They are being sold at actual 
cost to the people of this county. It is 
pjrely a piece of public enterprise and 
patriotism on the part of these people 
to aid In preserving what Is being 
grown this year. The bills are open to 
Inspection. 

The cost of cans Is very high, but the 
canned goods are even higher in pro- 
portion. A few years ago the Louisa 
Canning company sold canned toma- 
toes at 65c per dozen. They now bring 
$1.50 per dozen. This gives the can- 
ner 78c for the contents of a dozen 
now, as against 39 cents when cans 
w«re cheap. So It is not good business 
to hesitate on account of the present 
price of cans. Preserve every thing pos- 
sible The world needs It and you will 
be handsomely repaid. 

Those wanting cans should not delay 
getting them. The supply will piob- 
ably not be Fufftcient for the local de- 
mand.

However, the trip 
was only a matter of seven miles, and 
I was In fair condition when they lifted 
me out and carried me to an operating 
table in the field dressing station. 

_i chapluin came along and murmur- I 
ed a little prayer in my ear. I Imagine 
that would have made a man feel very 
solemn If he had thought there was a , 
chance he was about to pass out, but 
I knew 1 merely had a les |>retty badly 
smashed up, and while the chaplain 
was praying I was wondering It they 
would have to cut It off. I figured. If 
so, this would handicap my dancing. 

The first formality In a shrapnel case 
Is the administration of an anti-tetanus 
lnnoculatiou, and when It la done you 
realize that they are sure trying to 
save your life. The doctor uses a horse 
syringe, und the Injection leaves a 
lump on your chest as big as a base- 
ball, which stays with you for forty- 
eight hours. After the Injection a 
nurse (ills out a diagnosis blank with 
n description of your wounds and I 
record of your name. age. regiment, 
regimental number, religion, parentage 
and previous history ns far as she can 
discover It without asking questions 
whl."h would be positively Indelicate 
After all of that my wounds "were glv 
en their first real dressing 

Immediately after this was done 1 
was bundled into another ambulance 
and driven to Contay. where the C. C. 
8. (casualty clearing station) and rail 
bead were located. In the ambulance 
with me were three other soldiers, an 
artillery ollieer and two privates of In- 
fantry. We were nil ticketed off as 
shrapnel cases and probable recoveries, 
which latter detail is remarkable, since 
the most slightly Injured of the four 
bud twelve^ wounds, and there were 
sixty odd shell fragments or shrapnel 
balls collectively Imbedded In ns. The 
nurse had told me (hut 1 bail about 
twenty wounds. Afterward her count 
proved conservative.

A sacrifice buttery, I might explain,

They call tbcm 
sacrifice butteries because some of 
them are wiped out every day. This 
ollieer said our battalion that morning 
hail lieen supported by nn entire divi 
sion of urtlllcry and that on our front 
of 400 yards the eighteen pounders 
alone.

Wounded Get Great Welcome. 

.The wounded soldier getting back to 
England doesn't huve a chance to Im- 
agine that bis services are not appre- 
ciated.

All traf- 
fic is stop|>ed by the bobbles to give 
the ambulances a clear way leaving 
the station. The people stand In 
crowds, the men with their bats off, 
while the ambulant cs puss.

Their bombs quickly knocked 
three or lour cars from the rails and 
killed several of the helplessly wound- 
ed mm. The rest of the patients, weak 
und nervous from recent shock and in 
Jury, some of them half delirious und 
nearly all of them absolutely helpless 
und in pain, were thrown bito uenr 
panic 

Two of the nursing sisters In charge 
of the train were the coolest individ- 
uals present They wulked culmly up 
und down Its length, urging Ihe pa- 
tients to remain quiet, directing the 
mule attendants bow to remove the 
wounded men safely from the wrecked 
curs and puyhig no attention whatever 
to the bombs which were still explod- 
ing nenr the train. I did not huve the 
privilege of Witnessing this scene my- 
self, but I know thiit I have accurate- 
ly described it, for the details wen; 
told In an otlliial roixirt when the king 
decorated tfro two sisters with the Roy- 
al Red Cross for valor in the fuce of 
the enemy.

The Alarming Cablegram. 

It was at I his i lino (on Nov. '.'s. 1010, 
ten days after I hail been woundedi 
that my father In Lexington received 
tlie following cablegram from the olli- 
eer in charge of the Canadian records 
In Knglai.d: 

Sincerely regret to Inform you that Ser- 
geant Alexander McClintock H ofllclully 
reported dangerously 111 In No. 6 senerat 
hospital from sunshut wound In left IhlKii. 
Farther particulars supplied when re- 
ceived. 

It appears that during the time of 
my adventures with the black dog ami 
the inattentive nurse my temperature 
had ascended to the stage when the 
doctors began to admit another method 
of treatment might have la-en success- 
ful Itut 1 didn't pass out. Tlie one 
tiling I most regret uliout my close call 
Is that my pureuts In Lexington were 
In unrelieved siis)s>use about my con 
dltlon until I myself sent them a cubic 
from Ltuidou oti Dec. 15. After the 
first oTFhTuI message, seemingly pre- 
pared almost as a preface to tlie an 
nouueemeut of my demise, my father 
I received no news of mo whatever 
And, ns I didn't know that the otllclal 
message bud gone, I .aided nothing to 
him until 1 was feeling fairly chlppor 
again. You can't have wars, though, 
without tbette little misunderstandings. 

If It were is>ssll.le I should say some- 
thing here which would be fitting and 
adequate alsmt the Englishwomen 
who mined the 2,500 wounded men In 
general hospital No. 5 st Rouen, but 
that power Isn't given me. All I can 
do Is to fall l •nek up. m our most pro- 
found American expressliai of res;., .t 
and say that my hat Is off to tbcm 
(hie nunc bi the wan) In which I lay 
had t«sti on her feet for fifty -six hours, 
with hardly time even to eat She 
finally fnlntcd from exhaustion, was 
carried out of the wsnl and was back 
again In fimr hours, assisting at an 
oiierutlon. And the doctors were div- 
ing their bit t""\ In living up to Urn 
obligations which they considerisd to 
be thelra. An 0|s-ratUig n*>m was In 
every want, with five tallies in each 
After the light on the Boinme, In which 
I was wi nnded. not a table wns va- 
cant any hour In the twenty-four for 
days at a time. Outside of each room 
was n lisig line of stretchers contain- 
ing patients next awaiting surgical at- 
tention. And In all that stress 1 did 
not bear Dflfl word of complaint from 
tho surgeons who stood hour after 
hour, using their skill and training tot 
the pcttj pay or L'ugiisb army medicaJ 
officers. 

On l>oc. 6 1 was told 1 was well 
enough to bo sent to England, and on 
the tiext day I went on a hospital train 
(mm ltoucn to Havre. Here 1 was 
placed on a hospital ship which every 
medical officer In our urmy ought to 
have a chance to inspect Nothing In- 
genuity could contrive for convenience 
and comfort was missing. 1'atlcnts 
were sent l«-!ow decks In clovntors 
and then placed In swinging cradles 
Which bung lctel no matter what tho 
ship's motion might be. As soon as 
I had been made comfortable -In my

pUTlng the Htrly part of the nine- 
teenth century there was a noted 
case of mo.k mairiaife between a lirlt- 
'lsh Dobleiiiuu and an Aineii, an Kirl. 
In those days America was a new 
country, and Englishmen who came 
over hero were proof to look down ou 
Amoricans. Nevertheless there were 
descendants, In Uie eastern states es- 
pecially, of the younger sons of for- 
eign noblemen, who settled on the 
American coast when the country was 
being occupied from abroad, dispos- 
sessing the Indians.

Young 
Lord John Courted Edfth In the space 
surround It.g the fort that gave the 
namo to lis locution, for It was called 
the Ilattery from the guns mounted 00 
It. Ho wus a charming muu In every- 
thing except morullty. and the yoiuig 
lady fall an easy victim to his wiles. 

When they were mnrriod the groom 
handed the otlldatlng clergyman a lien, 
which be dipped Into a gold Ink horn 
that I Hire the crest of his family, say- 
ing that for generations marriage cer- 
(!::■ nt, . of memtiers of his family had 
been written with Ink from this heir- 
loom. No ono thought to ask why the 
young lord hud brought such a relic to 
America. There was not the slightest 
doubt that he was acting In good faith. 

Lord John remained In America three 
months after Ids marriage, when be 
returned to England without his wife. 
Ha told her that there would be great 
objection ou the part of his family to 
bis marriage with an American com- 
moner and he must prepare them for 
the event Unless he could win bis 
mother over to his side and through 
her Influence his father the latter, who 
owned a large, unentailed fortune, 
would disinherit htm.

"We claim that when tlie marriage 
certlllcate was made out the clergyman 
was handed an Ink horn and a pen by 
the groom, who stilted that marriage 
certltlcatce hail for hundreds of years 
tieeq written 1q Ink from the said lu.k. 
horn. The clergyman therefore made 
out the certificate with Ink taken from 
said Ink horn. We claim that the plain- 
tiff had Oiled the Ink horn with Ink 
that after a short |>eiiisl became In- 
visible. 

"I have also a certlllcate from a 
prominent Umdon scientist that loillno 
combined with starch, called Iodide of 
starch, will produce an Ink that will 
In a short time entirely fade away. 
We charge the Duke of Averton at that 
time with procuring the writing of the 
certificate with b slide of starch, which 
wll] fade and cannot be reproduced 
I therefore ask your honor to accept 
these pen Indentations as a certlllcate 
of marriage lietween the defendant 
and the plaintiff." 

While tills address was being sisAen 
Averton turned ghastly pala 

The Judge took time for considera- 
tion, thru ruled that tha certlilcnte 
was a valid document 

Each member of the Jury wits given 
an oplsirtunlty to examine the paper 
through a microscope. The_ foreman 
read nloud a certlflcute given by the 
omclutlng clergyman thut ho had mar 
ried Edith Vnn Wyck and John Turn 
hull In the city of New York on n cer- 
tain date. The rending wns effected 
by the pen Indentation* on the paper. 
After all had seen It the Judge Instruct 
ed the Jury to accept It us vulld test I 
mony. 

That settled the ease In favor of 
Edllli Vun Wyck, Duchess of Aver- 
ton. She was adjudged such by the 
court, which mudo the duko s bigamist 
und bis Lbtodoa family Illegitimate. 

The youn.r man who prosecuted th" 

(use was the sou Of the defendant. 
As soon ns be, had won j verdict In his 
mother's fuvor he entered U|sin nego- 
tiations for the payment by the duke o r 
uu annuity to his mother, nnd the case 

wns thus settled. The poke of Aver 
ton wus never brought to trial for big- 
amy owing to bis Influence with the 

British i ubltict. 

nis son returned to Ametlcu, where 
he continued to live under the name Of 
Van Wyck and became an eminent Jur- 
ist In New York. His mother after 
her Vindication returned to her social 
position nnd Isji-iime u lender. She died 
during the wurditys of 1868, 

Bluer then thore has been a notable 
change In the depredations of the 
young bloods U|h»ii the weaker sex. 
.Mock marriages nro no longer perpe- 
trated.
